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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Application, Amendments, And/Or Claims 

The preliminary amendment filed 20 June 2000 (Paper No. 4) has been entered 
in full. Claims 1, 2, 4-22 and 24-48 are canceled. Claims 3, 23 and 49 are under 
examination. 

35 U.S.C. § 112, First Paragraph 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the 
manner and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact 
terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is 
most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 3, 23 and 49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as 
to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time 
the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

Claims 3, 23 and 49 recite administration of "an agent that stimulates in vivo a 
therapeutically effective concentration of an endogenous morphogen." The 
specification does not disclose any such agents. 

Vas-Cath Inc. v. Mahurkar, 1 9USPQ2d 1111, clearly states that "applicant must 
convey with reasonable clarity to those skilled in the art that, as of the filing date sought, 
he or she was in possession of the invention. The invention is, for purposes of the 
'written description' inquiry, whatever is now claimed." (See page 1117.) The 
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specification does not "clearly allow persons of ordinary skill in the art to recognize that 
[he or she] invented what is claimed." (See Vas-Cath at page 1116). 

In the instant case, the skilled artisan cannot envision the detailed chemical 
structure of the recited agents, and therefore conception is not achieved until reduction 
to practice has occurred, regardless of the complexity or simplicity of the method of 
isolation. Adequate written description requires more than a mere statement that it is 
part of the invention and reference to a potential method of isolating it. The agent itself 
is required. See Fiers v. Revel, 25 USPQ2d 1601 at 1606 (CAFC 1993) and Amgen 
Inc. v. Chugai Pharmaceutical Co. Ltd., 18 USPQ2d 1016. Applicant is reminded that 
Vas-Cath makes clear that the written description provision of 35 U.S.C. §1 12 is 
severable from its enablement provision (see page 1115). 

Claims 3, 23 and 49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as 
to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Claims 3, 23 and 49 recite administration of "an agent that stimulates in vivo a 
therapeutically effective concentration of an endogenous morphogen." The 
specification does not disclose any such agents. No suitable assays for screening for 
such agents are disclosed. 

The instant fact pattern is similar to that in In re Hyatt, 708 F.2d 712, 218 USPQ 
195 (Fed. Cir. 1983), wherein a single means claim which covered every conceivable 
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means for achieving the stated purpose was held nonenabling for the scope of the claim 
because the specification at most disclosed only those means known to the inventors. 
When claims depend on a recited property, a fact situation comparable to Hyatt is 
possible, where the claim covers every conceivable structure (means) for achieving the 
stated property (result) while the specification discloses at most only those known to the 
inventor. See also Fiers v. Sugano, 984 F.2d 164, 25 USPQ2d 1601 (Fed. Cir. 1993), 
and MPEP § 2164.08(a). The skilled artisan would have to resort to trial and error 
experimentation to identify agents meeting the functional limitations of the claims, even 
though a suitable assay for such an agent is disclosed, because no specific agents are 
disclosed by the specification. 

Due to the large quantity of experimentation necessary to identify the type 
of compound that would work as the recited agents are required to work, the lack of 
direction/guidance presented in the specification regarding same, the absence of 
working examples directed to same, the complex nature of the invention, the state of the 
prior art which is silent with respect to such agents, and the breadth of the claims which 
fail to recite any structural limitations for the recited agents, undue experimentation 
would be required of the skilled artisan to make and/or use the claimed invention in its 
full scope.
